Argentine  second  official  acreage  estimates  v/ith  last  year's 
figures  in  parentheses  for  comparison  are:     wheat  18,905,000  acres 
(19,790,000);  flaxseed  7,166,000  (7,401,000);  oats  3,459,000 
(3,652,000);  barley  1,730,000  (1,520,000);  rye  1,730,000  (1,623,000). 
These  estimates  are  all  slightly  higher  than  the  first  estimates 
except  in  the  case  of  oats  which  was  unchanged.     For  additional  com- 
parisons see  table  page  486,  this  issue.     Condition  of  wheat  generally 
good  v/ith  damage  local;  flaxseed  fair  but  very  uneven;  damage  in  the 
northern  parts  of  Santa  Fe  and  Cordoba  being  considered  critical. 
Corn  planting  going  forward  very  well.     (Buenos  Aires  Office,  Foreign

Canadian  commercial  apple  crop  October  1  officially  estimated 
at  14,676,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  900,000  bushels  over  the 
September  1  estimate  and  represents  a  crop  23  percent  above  last  year. 
Potato  crop  on  October  1  estimated  at  67,100,000  bushels  against 
65,693,000  last  year.     (Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Ottawa,  October 
18,  1935.) 

English  wool  market  shows  slight  improvement  since  October  12 
in  primary  market  prices,  resulting  in  firmer  top  prices  v/ith  harden- 
ing tendency  but  no  increase  in  volume  of  business.    Delivery  under 
old  contracts  and  consumption  maintained.     Colder  weather  helping  trade. 
(Wool  Specialist  II.  S.  Reed,  London,  October  20,  1955.) 

London  prune  business  continues  steady  with  large  sizes  es- 
pecially in  good  demand.    Forward  quotations  show  little  change  from 
recent  rates.     Liverpool  reports  more  inquiry  for  all  sizes  with  spot 
stocks  clearing  quickly  and  the  forward  position  with  regard  to  new 
fruit  decidedly  firmer.    P^ars  in  London  and  Liverpool  in  steady  demand 
at  about  late  rates.

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BREAD  GRAINS 

Sjommarjr  of  recent  bread  grain  information 

Revisions  for  Bulgaria  and  Austria,  together  with  the  first  official 
figure  for  Horway,  bring  the  estimates  covering  wheat  production  in  1933  to 
3,025,070,000  bushels  as  compared  rath  3,225,880,000  for  the  same  countries 
in  1932.    Though  rainfall  the  past  month  has  improved  the  outlook  in  Aus- 
tralia, a  much  smaller  crop  than  last  year  is  in  prospect,  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  cables.    Rast  damage  is  reported  in  some  early 
districts  of  New  South  Wales.    Estimates  of  rye  production  increased  during 
the  week- to  1,000,616,000  bushels,  which  is  40,029,000  bushels  above  the 
total  reported  in  1932  by  the  24  countries  heard  from  to  date  this  year.

Sxoorts  of  wheat  and  flour  in  terms  of  wheat  from  Argentina  for  the 
season  January  1  to  September  30  are  officially  placed  at  133,000,000  bushels 
which  compares  with  114,664,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
Though  wheat  as  grain,  this  year  accounts  for  130,232,000  bushels,  exports 
of  flour  have  increased  from  499,000  barrels  for  the  first  9  months  last  sea- 
son to  735,000  barrels  this  year.    The  quantity  of  1933  Argentina  wheat  avail- 
able for  export  was  officially  placed  at  aboiit  154,000,000  bushels.  (See 
Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  March  20,  1933,  p.  316.)    Exports  of  American  wheat 
flour  to  Cuba  during  the  first  half  of  1953  amounted  to  423,501  barrels  and 
constituted  95.6  percent  of  the  total  Cuban  wheat  flour  imports,  according  to 
the  United  States  Dcpartmc.it  of  Commerce.    The  1933  Cuban  flour  imports  from 
the  United  States  were  maintained  at  practically  the  same  level  as  for  the 
same  period  last  year  and  have  held  up  much  better  than  imports  in  general, 
the  report  indicates. 
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The  ?/estern  Mediterranean  Basin  wheat  situation 

Wheat  production  in  the  western  Mediterranean  Basin  appears  to  he 
falling  somewhat  short  of  the  July  forecast  made  by  the  Marseille  office 
of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  according  to  a  recent  report.  The 
decrease  is  due  to  reductions  in  estimates  for  Italy,  Spain,  and  Tunisia, 
which  slight  increases  in  figures  for  Portugal  and  Morocco  could  not 
offset.    The  total  is  now  placed  at  477,112,000  "bushels  as  compared  with 
554,167,000  bushels  in  1932.     See  table  page  490. 

Although  no  official  figure  for  Italy  has  yet  been  published,  the 
Marseille  office  places  the  crop  at  271,901,000  bushels,  made  up  of 
213,112,000  bushels  of  bread  wheat  and  58,739,000  bushels  of  durum.  This 
is  not  considered  sufficient  to  cover  Italian  consumption,  but  it  is 
expected  that  imports . during  1933-34  will  probably  not  exceed  around 
22,000,000  bushels,  even  though  there  is  no  evidence  of  any  carry-over  from 
the  1932  crop,  when  Italy's  needs  reached  some  290,272,000  bushels. 

In  Spain,  taking  into  account  the  superior  quality  of  the  1933  wheat 
and  the  carry-over  from  1932,   it  is  thought  that  the  reduced  figure  of 
124,927,000  bushels  will  still  cover  consumption  needs.    Unless  millers  use 
new-crop  wheat  to  the  detriment  of  the  1932  carry-over,  which  will  not  be 
improved  by  storage,  prospects  for  exporting  wheat  to.  Spain  appear  doubtful, 
the  Marseille  representatives  state.   

The  crop  in  Portugal  is  now  placed  at.  about  15,000,000  bushels,  which 
amount  is  considerably  above  the  July  forecast,  but  not  large  enough  to 
meet  Portugal's  needs,  especially  since  the  1932  carry-over  was  light.  Some 
imports  are  therefore  expected  to  be  necessary,  during,  the  1933-34  season. 

The  total  wheat  crop  in  the  North  African,  countries  is.  placed  at  only 
65,587,000  bushels  as  compared  with  74,  659 , .0.0.0  bushels  in  1932.    Erom  this 
crop,  plus  a  carry-over  from  1932,  it  "is  estimated  that  the  quantity  available 
for  export  this  season  is  some  16,534,000  bushels.    This  wheat,  especially  the 
durum,  however,  is  not  expected  to  compete  much  on  world  markets,  due  to  the 
special  privileges  obtained  in.  Prance.     The  Marseille  market  for  North  African 
wheat  has  been  very  quiet,  but  interest  in  foreign  bread  wheats  was  somev/nat 
revived  when  milling  in  bond  was  resumed  in  September,  after  having  been  sus- 
pended during  July  and  August. 

Prices  in  Italy  have  tended  downward  since  the  end  of  July,  but  durum 
has  shown  relatively  more  strength  than  bread  wheat  prices.     Interest  in 
Canadian  wheat  only  was  noted  until  the  middle  of  September,  when  some  trans- 
actions In  Russian  wheat  were  made.    Domestic  Italian  wheat  at  Milan  was  quote 
in  early  September  at  about  $1.70  per  bushel  at  current  exchange  rates.  An 
inactive  market  has  prevailed  in  Spain  with  prices  showing  a  downward  tendency 
Mills  were  interested  in  supplying  current  needs  only,  for  which  new- crop 
wheat  was  preferred. 
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Jaran  shows  little  interest  in  American  wheat 

Prospects  for  importing  United  States  wheat  into  Japan  continues 
unfavorable  at  present  prices,  according  to  information  from  Consul  General 
Garrels  at  Tokyo,  transmitted  through  the  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  at  Shanghai.      Japanese  mills,  it  was  thought,  would  be  interested 
in  foreign  wheat  should  prices  become  lower  or  foreign  prices  rise.  The 
domestic  market  was  weak  in  August,  which  was  attributed  to  the  cheapness 
of  rice  as  compared  with  the  rather  high  price  of  wheat.      A  fair  flour 
export  demand  was  noted,  and  stocks  on  hand  were  above  normal. 

TTheat  imports  in  August  were  reported  as  follows:    Canada,  268,907 
bushels;  Australia,  872,867;  total,  1 ,141 ,774  bushels .    Total  flour  exports 
for  the  month  amounted  to  301,623  barrels  of  196  pounds.    TJheat  prices  on 
October  2  were:    Wesx. Bra  White  No.  2,  $1.09  per  bushel;  Canadian  No.  1  SI  .03, 
No.  5,  $0.91  per  bushel;  Australian,  $0.96  per  bushel;  domestic  standard 
grade,  $0.80  per  bushel.    P0rtland  wheat,  c.i.f .  Yokohama  was  quoted  at 
$0.75  per  bushel,  duty  and  landing  charges  excluded.    The  wholesale  price  of 
flour  at  the  mill,  Tokyo,  was  94  cents  per  bag  of  49  pounds  on  October  2  as 
compared  with  89  cents  a  month  earlier. 


FEED  GRAINS 
Sutrmary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  total  1933  corn  production  in  the  Danubian  countries,  according 
to  the  latest  official  estimates, is  441,444,000  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease 
of  21.5  percent  from  the  1932  harvest  in  those  countries.      Although  the 
estimate  of  the  1933  corn  crop  in  Rumania  has  been  increased  by  nearly 
8,000,000  bushels,  it  is  about  22  percent  below  the  production  of  last  year, 
and  is  more  than  9  percent  below  the  average  of  the  past  five  years.  In 
Bulgaria  the  corn  crop  is  about  1  percent  below  the  harvest  of  last  year, 
which  was  the  largest  within  present  boundaries,  but  is  25  percent  above  the 
average  production  during  the  past  five  years.    The  barley  and  oats  crops  in 
Bulgaria  are  17  ard  38  percent .respectively,  above  the  production  of  last 
year,  the  oats  crop  being  the  largest  within  present  boundaries.    In  Norway 
the  barley  and  oats  crops  ai  3  about  14  and  7  percent,  respectively,  below  the 
production  of  last  year,  but  are  only  slightly  below  the  average  during  the 
past  five  years.

COTTON 

Larger  Indian  cotton  crop  in  prospect 

An  increo.se  of  about  14  percent  is  indicated  for  the  1933  cotton  crop 
in  India. as  compared  with  last  year,  according  to  an  average  of  the  local 
trade  estimates,  cables  Vice  Consul  Paul  Hutton  at  Bombay.     The  first  official 
production  estimate  will  not  be  relo&sed  until  mid- December .    Last  year's 
final  forecast  of  production  was  3,779,000  bales  while  that  of  the  previous 
year  was  3,358,000  and  the  average  for  the  five  years  1928-1932  was  4,129,000. 
The  anticipated  increase  if  it  materializes  would  result  in  a  crop  something 
above  the  indicated  average  figure.    Trade  estimates  last  year,  however,  were 
considerably  above  the  official  figure. 

The  cotton  area  planted  up. to  August  -1  this  year  was  4.6  percent  above 
that  reported  at  the  same  time  last  year.     The  second  estimate  for  the  Punjab 
which  last  year  accounted  for  about  15  percent  of  the  total  Indian  cotton  crop 
is  now  placed  at  2,445,0007o?  about  8  percent  above  last  year's  final  figure 
and  nearly  20  percent  above  the  second  estimate  a  year  ago.     The  final  1932-33 
Indian  acreage  figure  was  22,558,000  acres. 
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Chine se  co tton  market  shows  some  i mg r o v erne n t 

The  Chinese  cotton  market  .situation  he s  registered  some  improvement 
during  the  past  month  with  an  increased  demand  and  mill  activity,  according 
to  redioed  inf omatldn . from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  on  October  16. 

Domestic  cotton  prices  improved  some  toward  the  end  of  September  in 
sympathy  '.vith  American  prices  and  ur.favorrble  weather  for  the  crop.  Yarn 
prices  advanced  considerably  in  early  October  and .though  part  of  the  advance 
is  -no1?  reported  lost  the  price  relation  of  yarn  to  cotton  is  more  favorable 
than  a  month  ago .

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United  States  supplies 

A  connor cial  apple  crop  for  1933  of  82,713,000  "bushels  was  estimated 
for  the  United  States,  according  to  the  October  1  crop  report,  or  slightly 
below  the  1932  crop.    The  "barreled  apple  crop  was  placed  at  45,015,000 
"bushels  and  the  "boxed  applo  crop  at  37,698,000  "bushels  both  of  which  are 
substantially  the  sane  size  as  the  1932  crops.    Drought  in  the  central  States 
and  scab,  aphis,  codling  moth,  and  storms  in  the  important  apple  producing 
States  of  the  east  have  not  only  greatly  reduced  the  crop  but  injured  the 
quality  of  the  fruit  as  well.    It  is  believed  that  large  quantities  of  fruit 
have  been  produced  that  will  not  come  up  to  commercial  standards,     ^he  total 
pack -out  is  expected  to  bo  one  of  the  smallest  on  record. 

The  only  important  apple  producing  States  that  have  larger  crops 
this  year  than  least  arc  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Idaho 
and  California.    Of  these  only  Michigan  and  Idaho  have  a  larger  average 
crop.    Tho  average  commercial  applo  production  in  the  United  States  for  the 
5-yoar  period,  1927-28  to  1931-32,  was  95,200,000  bushels  of  which  15,800,000 
bushels,  or  16.6  percent  was  exported  and  79,400,000  bushels,  or  83.4  per- 
cent, consumed  domestically.     It  thus  appears  that  the  total  United  States 
commercial  crop  for  1933  of  82,713,000  bushels  is  not  much  above  the  average 
home  consumption.    Last  year,  1932-33,  the  production  amounted  to  85,900,000 
bushels  and  13,800,000  bushels,  or  16.1  percent  wese  exported.    This  was  a 
high  proportion  of  exports  for  the  size  of  the  crop.    See  tables  pages  488-9. 

Competing  supplies 

Tho  European  late  apple  croo  is  short  this  year  and  crop  prospects 
are  definitely  inferior  to  last  year.    The  chief  producing  countries  estimate 
moderate  yields.    Of  interest  to  United  States  growers  is  the  report  that  the 
supply  of  late  apples  will  be  considerably  leas  than  usual.    A  record  apple 
crop  of  13,794,000  bushels  is  forecast  for  Canada,  according  to  the  crop 
report  of  September  1.    Exports  will  probably  exceed  the  5,600,000  bushels 
shijefped  in  tho  1932-33  season  by  around  2,000,000  bushels.     (See  table,  page 
489.)    Most  of  these  will  go  to  the  United  Kingdom.    The  increase  in  the 
Canadian  exports  should  be  more  than  offset  by  the  short  European  apple  crops 
Competition  of    Canadian  apples  with  United  States  apples  in  the  United  Kingd 
however,  is  not  as  keen  as  is  generally  believed.  (See  F.S./A-435  "SUMMARY

Demand 

The  combination  of  the  stronger  domestic  apple  market,  somewhat  better 
business  conditions  in  Europe,  and  the  greatly  improved  foreign  exchange 
position  should  result  in  higher  average  ijrices  for  United  States  export  appl 
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than  in  1932-33.     Demand  conditions  probably  have  not  improved  enough  to 
assume  that  foreign  markets  will  pay  much  more  for  apples  in  terms  of 
their  own  currencies  than  last  season  tut  if  the  same  price  can  be  main- 
tained as  in  1932-33,  dollar  returns  would  be  20-t'o '30  percent  higher,  under 
present  exchange  conditons.    Whereas,  the  present  foreign  exchange  posi- 
tion is  a  groat  advantage to  the  United  States  fruit  trade  as  well  as  that 
of  Canada,  it  has  not  aided  the  chief  European  apple  exporting  countries 
most  of  whom  arc  on  a  gold  basis.    For  statement  on  demand  conditions  in 
individual  European  countries,  see  F.S./A-436  release  of  the  Foreign  Agri- 
cultural Service,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 


Argentine  Congress  enacts  legislation  to  aid  agriculture  • 

The  Argentine  Congress  which  concluded  its  regular  session  on 
September  30,  1933,  will  no  doubt  go  down  as  one  of  the  important  Congresses, 
considered  not  only  with  reference  to  its  legislative  enactments  in  the 
interest  of  Argentine  agriculture,  but  also  from  the  number  and  character 
of  its  general  enactments  and  ratifications,  states  Assistant  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Charles  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires. 

Among  the  more  important  measures  enacted  by  this  Congress  that 
directly  affect  the  Argentine  agricultural  and  livestock  industry  may  be 
mentioned  the  following: 

(1)  A  moratorium  on  all  mortgages  of  the  National  mortgage  Bank. 

(2)  A  general  moratorium  on  all  private  mortgages  and  Mortgage  debts. 

(3)  The  establishment  of  an  agricultural  credit  department  in  the 

Argentine  Bank  of  the  Hat ion. 

(4)  Authorizing  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  grain  elevators. 

(5)  The  creation  of  a  National  Meat  Board  with  broad  powers  of 

control  over  the  meal  packi  rg  industry;  it  further  provides  for 
the  acquisition  by  the  livestock  producers  of  the  Municipal 
Slaughter  House  in  the  City  of  Buenos  Aires  by  means  of  a  tax 
on  all  livestock  sold,  the  tax  payable  to  the  seller. 

Of  indirect  interest  to  the  Argentine  agricultural  and  livestock 
industry  was  the  ratification  cf  the  so-called  Anglo- Argentine  (Roca)  Trade 
Agreement,  together  with  the  supplementary  agreement  on  tariff  concessions, 
and  the  Commercial  Treaty  with  Chile,  which  provides  for  certain  reciprocal 
customs  treatment  in  tho  trade  between  the  two  countries. 
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During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1933,  United  States  imports  of  agricul- 
tural  products,  exclusive  of  forest  products,  were  valued  at  $611,683,000. 
This  was  the  lowest  in  point  of  vrlic  since  1907-08  and  27  percent    under  the 
value  a  year  ago.    For  nearly  all  products  the  import  trade  in  agricultural 
products  was  sharply  lower,  the  decline  in  value  being  greater  than  the 
decrease  in  volume.    Notwithstanding  this  decrease,  the  value  of  agricultural 
imports  exceeded  the  domestic  exports  by  $23,518,000.    However,  one-half  of 
the  imports  are  such  non-competitive  products  as  silk,  rubber,  coffee,  tea, 
cacao  beans,  bananas,  and  sisal  which  do  not  entier  into  direct  competition 
with  products  grown  in  this  country, 

Agricultural  products  made  up  more  than  52  percent  of  all  imports, 
the  highest  percentage  during  the  last  five  years.    Coffee  continued  to  be 
the  leading  agricultural  import  with  raw  sugar  supplanting  raw  silk  as  the 
second  most  important  import.    A  slightly  higher  price  for  sugar  coupled  with 
a  sharp  decrease  in  the  price  of  raw  silk  was  responsible' for  the  change  in 
the  status  of  the  two  commodites. 

Sugar  (raw) 

Not  since  1918-19  have  imports  of  sugar  dropped  to  the  low  point  reached 
during  the  year  just  closed,  the  total  amounting  to  2,951,000  short  tons  valued 
at  $101,340,000  as  against  3,264,000  short  tons  with  a  value  of  $107,153,000 
during  1931-32  .    This  represents  a  decrease  in  volume  of  approximately  10  per- 
cent and  a  reduction  of  5  percent  in  value.    However,  the  distribution  during 
the  last  ten  years  has  materially  changed.    From  1921  to  1929  between  84  percent 
and  92  percent  of  these  imports  came  from  Cuba,  but  during  the  year  just  closed 
about  50  percent  was  supplied  by  that  country.    Turing  1932-33,  Imports  from 
Cuba,  expressed  in  terms  of  raw  sugar,  dropped  to  1,692,000  short  tons,  the 
smallest  in  point  of  volume  since  1911-12.    Because  of  the  free  access  to  the 
American  market  granted  by  this  country  to  the  Philippines,  imports  from  those 
islands  have  moved  forward  at  a  rapid  pace.    During  1932-33,  the  Philippines 
sent  us  1,225,000  short  tons,  a  record  figure.    This  compares  with  an  average 
of  752,000  short  tons  during  the  preceding  five  years,  an  increase  of  63  per- 
cent and  more  than  ten  times  the  1910-1914  average.    Shipments  to  continental 
United  States  from  Puerto  Rico  and  Hawaii,  which  are  not  included  in  the  general 
import  figures  and  also  come  in  free  of  duty,  were  larger  than  the  1927-28  to 
1931-32  average,  amounting  to  829,000  short  tons  and  1,017,000  short  tons  re- 
spectively, and  more  than  double  the  prewar  average.    During  1932-33,  the  aver- 
age   import  value  amounted  to  1.7  cents  per  pound  as  compared  with  1.6  cents 
per  pound  during  1931-32. 

Fruits,  nuts  and  vegetables 

The  United  States  imported  fruit  valued  at  $30,492,000  during  1932-33, 
the  lowest  valuation  in  more  than  a  decade  and  a  decrease  of  20  percent  as  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year.    Bananas  which  come  largely  from  Central  America, 
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the  Ivest  Indies,  and  Mexico  made  up  nearly  three-four tlis  of  the  imported  fruit. 
Imports  of  "bananas  amounted  to  45,114,000  bunches  valued  at  $22,303 ,000- as  com- 
pared with  51,785,00"  bunches  with  a  value  of  $26,301,000  a  year  earlier.  In 
recent  years  lemon  production  in  California  has  rapidly  expanded  and  this  gain 
in  domestic  production  is  largely  responsible  for  the  decline  in  lemon  imports* 
Prior  to  1923-27,  imports  of  lemons  had  ranged  from  one  million  to  more  than 
two  million  boxes  annually,  but  beginning  with  that  date  imports  though  fluc- 
tuating markedly  have  shown  a  very  decided  downward  trend.    Luring  1932-33, 
imports  reached  a  new  low  level,  amounting  to  146,000  boxes,  and  for  the  second 
successive  year  were  less  than  the  volume  exported. 

The  United  States  also  imports  fresh  and  canned  pineapples  in  con- 
siderable volume.    Outside  of  United  States  territories,  Cuba  sends  us  the 
bulk  of  the  imported  fresh  pineapple.    Imports  of  canned  pineapple  amounted  to 
9,875,000  pounds  in  1932-33,  or  more  than  doable  the  average  for  the  five 
preceding  years.    About  71  percent  of  these  imports  come  from  the  Philippines. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  shirments  of  canned  pineapple  to  the  United  States  • 
from  Hawaii  amounted  to  344,849,000  pounds. 

Continuing  the  dewnrar d  movement,  which  for  most  varieties  of  nuts  set 
in  about  1930  and  1931,  almonds,  filberts,  and  walnuts  again  dropped  off  dur- 
ing 1932-53.    The-  Mediterranean  countries  such  as  France,  Italy,  and  Spa.in 
supply  most  of  the  a.lnnnds,  filberts,  and  walnuts,  while  Irazil  practically 
monopolizes  the  •  -orade  in  Brazil  nuts.    The  bulk  of  the  almonds  and  walnuts 
come  in  as  shelled  nuts,  but  most  of  the  filberts  and  Brazil  nuts  are  imoorted 
in  tho  shell . 

Interest  in  cashew  nuts,  which  had  develoiDed  considera.bly  during  the 
last  few  year-:,  lest  ground  in  1952-33,  imports  amounting  to  7,151,000  pounds 
as  against  13,166,000  pounds  a  year  ago.    Lnoorts  of  pistache  nuts  surpassed  in 
volume  any  other  previous  year  bat  at  a  grea„t  reduction  in  value. 

Along  with  all  other  groups,  imports  of  vegetables  declined  in  both 
volume  and  value.    In  contrast  with  most  other  products,  imports  of  lentils 
and  lupines,  which  a.re  cornpa.ra.tively  unimportant,  made  distinct  progress, 
recording  an  increa.se  in  both  volume  and  value.    Chile,  Russia,  and  Germany 
are  the  principal  sources  of  those  imports.    Aporoximately  one- third  of  all 
the  imported  vegetables  consist  of  fresh  and  canned  tomatoes.    Mexico  a.nd 
Cuba  furnish  most  of  the  fresh  tomatoes  which  a.re  imported  during  the  winter 
months  when  domestic  supplies  are  low.    The  bulk  of  the  canned  tomatoes  come 
from  It-:  y  and  Canada.. 

Livestock  and  meats  .  •  .  - 

Imports  of  livestock  are  comparatively  unimportant  and  consist  largely 
of  cattle,  most  of  which  come  from  Mexico  and  Canada.    Total  imports  of  meat 
amounted  to  38,354,000  pounds,  a  gain  over  the  preceding  year,  but  the  value 
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was  much  under  that  of  a  year  ago.    Canned  neat,  mostly  beof  fron  Argentina, 
made  up  30,602,000  pounds  of  the  total  Imported  meats.      Imports  of  dressed 
turkeys,  which  a  year  ago  were  valued  at  more  than  one  nil! ion  dollars,  were 
valued  at  only  $23,000  in  1932-33. 

As  a  result  of  a  larger  United  States  production  and  reduced  con- 
sumption, United  States  inports  of  wool  dropped  to  52,304,000  pounds  with 
a  valuation  of  $4,521,000,  the  smallest  in  volume  since  1379  and  the  smallest 
in  value  since  1368,    About  84  percent  of  all  the  wool  imported  was  carpet 
wool,  most  of  which  originated  in  Argentina,  China,  and  British  India. 

Dairy  products  and  eggs 

Though  imports  of  cheese  were  the  smallest  in  a  decade,  they  held  up 
better  than  most  other  imports.    Total  imports  of  cheese  amounted  to 
55,923,000  pounds,  of  which  12,304,000  pounds  were  Swiss  cheese,  mostly  from 
Switzerland.    For  the  first  time  since  1918,  imports  of  butter  were  less 
than  one  million  pounds.    ITew  Zealand  supplied  more  than  half  of  these  im- 
ports, a  considerable  volume  also  coming  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  Denmark. 
Russia,  the  fourth  most  important  source  of  supply,  sent  93,000  pounds,  all 
of  which  came  in  during  May  and  June.    Imports  of  eggs  in  the  shell  were 
insignificant.    The  bulk  of  the  imports  consist  of  dried  yolks  and  dried 
albumen,  both  of  which  were  among  the  smallest  on  record.    Nearly  all  of  our 
imported  egg  products  come  from  China. 

Hides  and  skins 

Imports  of  hides  and  skins  were  the  smallest  in  more  than  30  years, 
amounting  to  211,548,000  pounds  as  compared  with  a  1927-28  to  1931-32  average 
of  409,566,000  pounds,  or  a  decline  of  48  percent,    Cattle  hides  and  goat 
skins  which  made  up  more  than  half  the  total  imports  suffered  heavily,  but 
the  volume  of  imported  calf  skins,  horse,  colt,  and  ass  hides  was  somewhat 
larger  than  during  the  preceding  12  months,    with  the  exception  of  goat  skins, 
most  of  these  hides  and  skins  come  in  as  wet  salted,    A  large  portion  of  the 
cattle  hides  come  from  Argentina,  the  goat  skins  from  British  India  and  China., 
the  calf  skins  from  Scandinavia,  Erancc,  and  Germany,  and  the  sheep  skins  from 
New  Zealand  and  Argentina. 

Vegetable  oils  and  oilseeds 

Olive  oil  from  Italy  and  Spain,  coconut  oil  from  the  Philippines,  pain 
oil  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  Nigeria,  and  the  Belgian  Congo,  and  tung 
oil  from  China  make  up  the  bulk  of  the  imported  vegetable  oils.      The  import 
trade  in  palm  and  tung  oil  gained  in  volume  but  at  a  reduction  in  value,  while 
all  the  other  principal  oils  declined  in  both  volume  and  value  when  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.    Perilla  oil,  the  only  exception  to  the  downward  move- 
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ment  recorded  considerable  gain  over  the  imports  a  year  ago.    Less  than,  one-half, 
as  mack  flaxseed  was  import  ad  during  1932-33  as  during  the  preceding  year,  the 
total  anounting  to  6,213,000  bushels  valued  at  $4,161,000  as  compared  with 
13,850,000  bushels  valued  at  $11,553,000  during  1931-32.      Argentina  is  the 
principal  source  of  our  ir.ported  flaxseed.    Large  quantities  of  copra  from  the 
East  Indies  and  the  Philippines  are  marketed  in  the  United  States,  imports 
during  1932-33  amounting  to  494,821,000  pounds,  a  gain  in  volume  but  at  a  de- 
crease in  value. 

Silk ,  ruboer  and  coffee 

Foreign  countries  sent  the  United  States  less  crude  rubber  than  any  year 
since  1923-24,  with  an  average  value  of  3.1  cents  per  pound  as  against  4.7  cents 
per  pound  during  1931-32.      Imports  of  coffee  were  the  lowest  during  the  last 
four  years,  amounting  to  1,458,161,000  pounds,  most  of  which  came  from  Brazil. 
The  imoorts  of  raw  silk  were    the  lowest    since  1924-25,  standing  at  75,758,000 
pounds  with  a  value  of  $95,483,000  as  compared  with  82,503,000  pounds  valued 
at  $153,479,000  a  year  a,go    a  decline  in  volume  of  7  percent  and  a  decrease  in 
value  of  39  'oercent .    The  average  import  value  fell  from  $2.03  per  pound  in 
1931-32  to  $1.31  per  pound  in  1932-53.
